DX_conditions here in the Northeast have been pretty much so-so during the past 
week; no good TA's noted since the Aurora kicked up again on 2/27. Glenn Jacobs 
in Philadelphia noted a bit of TA activity'on 3/5. Jerry Starr in Ohio also 
experienced remarkable reception on 2/24 (see past two issues for other comments 
on that night's conditions): "Outstanding TA openings, both hi and lo, on 2/24. 

Cx held til around 0220 when low-banders started to drop away; high-banders soon 
followed. Had readable copy on many TA's, "armchair" copy on 647, 773, 1214, etc. 
The next MM, 3/3, was just the opposite with the most terrible static level since 
summer. Otherwise cx here as of late have been very uninspiring - just the usual 
blah with increasing noise." Glenn Hauser, in Colorado, says, "Severe auroral cx 
noted here the evenings of 2/27, 2/28, and 3/1,. with a pipeline from Guatemala on 
670-and 760; and 1030, 1040 and 1110 among the US clears particularly hard hit on 
2/27; at times WIWO, WHO and KFAB were completely absent. On 2/28 end 3/1 auroral 
ex gradually approached normal a few hours after sunset. Nothing beyond Ecuador 
was hrd, but reception from Central America was better than usual these nights." 
Indefatigable Richard Wood once again checks in with some interesting comments 
from Hawaii, "3/1 mostiy North American but not outstanding; a few Asians in late; 
only Majuro among Pacific Islands; no Southern Hemisphere. 3/2 a good North 
American night; EC good, WCBS new and-good. Otherwise as 3/1. 3/3 a fine North 
American night; Alaska back at fair levels; WCBS, WHAM good; WCAU new; lots of 
Canadians as far as Manitoba (mew Province). ‘Tahiti noted for first Southern 
Hemisphere logging in a week; very interestingly, an opening into nothern South 
America including Venezuela for a new country; but Cuba and Sint Maartin not 
noted; Asians better on low freqs than on high, and quite a few Japanese noted. 
Still no Australia, New Zealand, Fiji, Tonga, etc." (Yah, same here ~- Ed)

geomagnetic/aurorel disturbance beginning on 2/27 (see comments above). ‘The 
following graph shows the level of high-latitude auroral disturbance on each 
day as measured by the ESSA Fredericksburg A index. The higher the value the 
greater the absorption on high-latitude paths; BCB DX*ers almost inevitably — 
experience "auroral conditions" during a period of high A values. Richard Wood 
is relatively immune, however, because of his southern location. Dates are GMT.| 
Note that the remarkable night of 2/24 occurred after 13 days of uninterrupted 
auroral quiet. Stars are nights with unusually good high latitude reception; 
"1" indicates geod reception in.low latitudes; "a" indjcates observed auroral 
type conditions.

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The Exceedingly Strange Case of the STOLEN STATION

Can you imagine the surprise of the announcer who tried to sign on 
WELW-1330 the morning of February 9 and discovered that the station 
had been stolen? This is not another hard-to-believe T.X, Thrush fa- 
ple. In one night, this daytimer in Willoughby, Ohio, was cleaned out, 
The thieves managed to spirit away 211 the monitoring equipment, con- 
trol boards, mikes, turntables, recorders, cartridge machines, records, 
tapes, clocks...the whole works, The transmitter was much too large 
to move, so the nocturnal raiders disconnected the power lines and 
stripped out all of its components.in all, about $25,000 worth of 
WELW was whisked away into the night. Was this perhaps a real Alexan- 
der Mundy? Or a Wes Boyd? 


Although. speculation among broadcasters covered everything from an 
irate group of listeners to international smugglers, the real answer 
is more fantastic than all of these. In time a crate of equipment, 
discarded and found under a bridge, was traced by local police to the 
alleged mastermind of the robbery, 4& 15-year-old from suburban Cleve- 
land, He confessed that he and a 16-year old buddy alone had pulled 
off the job at WEIW, Police recovered most of the stolen equipment ab 
the youth's home, The boy, described as an electronics genius, was the 
operator of a bootleg station which the FCC had shut down several 
months previous, The kids had decided to return to the air with some 
better equipment and higher power, Investigators said the youngster 
had equipment sufficient to radiate in excess of 1000 watts. They al~ 
so had stolen gear from Cleveland stations WIXY, WKYC, WJW, and WGAR; 
mach of the stolen equipment which could not be used for the planned 
station, undoubtedly to have been the world's most elaborate and pew- 
erful teen-operated bootlegger, was thrown into the river by the

MECHANICAL FILTERS FOR THE HQ180 


JERRY STARR 
WHOT RADIO 


In these days of increasing spectrum saturation on the medium 
waves, DXing those foreign “splits” becomes increasingly hard. 
What you need is the extra selectivity offered by the addition 
of mechanical filters such as the unit shown in photograph A. 


This feature will outline all the 
modifications necessary to add a 
filter section to the Hammarlund 
HQ-180 receivers. The same basic 
installation can also be adapted 
to other. receivers in the 455 kc 
IF group. This installation also 
makes use of the waste space in 
the 180 cabinet making possible 
inboard installation of the filter 
and additional IF amplification. 


First, a word of warning. Don't 
even attempt this modification 
unless you know what's happening 
inside your receiver, this is not 
a project for beginners. If you 
feel you're not sufficiently 
experienced to tackie this work, 
| suggest you discuss the modification with a qualified ham 
who has some construction experience or a qualified repairman, 


Photo A Mechanical Filter 
and Transformers 


Photos B and C show the completed installation. The entire 
unit is mounted on two screw lugs mounted on the rear plate of 
each variable. The shield cans covering the variables were 
formed of sheet aluminum... Some later models come from the 
factory with this modification. If nothing else, they keep 

the dust out of the plates and provide a firm base for mounting 
the filter array. Notice the tube (shield removed in photo). is 
mounted on the side of the unit. If you tocate it on the top 
or end you'll never get the chassis back into the cabinet. 
Notice the box is mounted so as not to be above any tubes, to 
do so would hinder cooling of the tube. The control next to 
the tube will be discussed later. The IF inputs and outputs 
are on connectors, other leads are simply routed through small 
drill holes. if the back of the 180 chassis looks changed, it 
is. 1 have added two jacks for speaker and tape outputs and 
three binding posts to replace the antenna screw terminals. 
This makes for much easier connection of external units without 
having to find a screwdriver, and eliminates the screw terminal 


that always strips out with constant | 
' use, The flexible coupling: through 
the front panel is a tracking error 
adjustment, These are all worthwhile 
* and fairly easy modifications. 


FIGURE | is the schematic for the 
fitter7amp unit which should need no 
further explanation. Remember to 
keep all teads short. All of the 
components shown are inside the box 
except the 6BE6 (V-3) and transformer 
T3 which are existing components in 
the receiver and are so numbered in 
| the Hammarlund instruction book. 


The additional tube (V-19) is a 6BA6 
or EF93 which is the low-noise 6BA6. 
If you make your own printed circuit, 
‘a small board will hold everything 
“nicely. 


SEVERAL CONSTRUCTION TIPS: Use shielded wire for al! external 
leads, | used R6-IT4U coax, the same stuff many of you use 
for winding loops. Remember, ground the shield at one end 
only. Larger coax can be used but it's much less flexible, 
which could cause some headaches. When you locate T3 in the 
Hammartund chassis you'll find it under the selectivity switch 
nearly hidden, a good reason for using small coax. This area 
is shown in Photo D. If you want to make this a two-week 
project, try to work through the switching unit. Otherwise, 
carefully unsolder all leads to this switch and remove it. 

Be sure you mark down the color code and termination of all 
the wiring for reference in re~installation of the switch. 

A glance at this wiring will tell you why this Is not a good 
project for beginners. 


Chances are you'll have 
some instability in 

the unit. To clear up 
same, place a small 
shield between pins 

5 and 6, 2 and 3 on 

the 6BA6 socket and 

use a tube shield. 


Photos B (above) and C 
at right show completed 
installation, 
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The cable bundie from the unit 
is easily routed through the 
access hole in the Hammariund 
Chassis directly under the "Ss" 
meter. With shielded cable you 
shouldn't have any problems here 
although you may have to do some 
under-chassis rerouting if you 
get instability. This hunt-and- 
try process will vary from one 
installation to the next. 


It is advisable to keep the 
input and output terminals of 
the filter well shielded from 
each other. Here's an easy 
solution to this mounting.

Use two pieces of printed circuit board, one of the type with 
solid foil on one side, the other without foil. This board is 
easily worked with an Exacto knife and a small drill. Cut 


On figure 3, the width of cutout D should be the same as B. 
cureut C is the same as the thickness of the PC board. The 


board in figure D is the one on which the fliter 1s mounted, 
Lightly ink the bottoms of the pins on the filter, center it 
on the board and press down slightly. Then drill out the 

holes for the pins to pass through. Do the same with the two

transformers. The two mounting tabs on the filter body 
should be located to one side of cutouts C, not across it. 
Don't get the transformers mixed, they are marked 6 or P 
on the bottom and match with similiar markings on the bottom 
of the filter body. Mount G6 to 6, P with P. Bend the 
mounting tabs securly under the board. 


With the filter mounted, slide the figure 2 top over the 
filter and the figure 2 bottom from the underside of the 
beard. Top and bottom should completely surround the filter 
and come together in cutout C. Remove the decal from the top 
of the filter, put the top and bottom boards in place and 
solder them together where the foil of the two pieces meets, 
Then solder the foil around cutout A to the body of the filter 
The completed unfit can be mounted on two or four smail stand- 
off insulators by drilling mounting holes at the ends of the 
figure 3 piece. The completed product should resemble 
figure 4 below. 


For mechanical filters to do their job, this type of shielding 
is a must.

Once the installation is complete, adjust the 500k pot for 
90 to 100 voits on pin 6 of V=-19. 


Additional required reading before starting this project is 
Gordon Nelson's excellent study of mechanical filters which 
appeared In DX NEWS in 1968. If you don't have a copy, you 
can get reprints for $1.00 from Gordon, 


After everything Is in and working, don't be surprised if you 
now have to realign the receiver. It may not be necessary 

but it's a good idea to check the alignment as outlined in the 
Hammartund Instruction book. This proceedure is a must on 
installations with more than one filter.
